UNO Downtown Building, Library to be Connected 


The new Omaha city library and the first building 
of a proposed downtown UNO campus will be con- 
nected by a walk-way, according to the UNO 
administration. 


Dr. Rex Engebretson, assistant to the Chancellor 
for planning, said some type of link with the library is 
planned, either overhead or below grade. 


Pians for the connection evolved out of dis- 
cussions with city planners, Engebretson said, and 
the new fibrary will be designed with the future 
construction of the link in mind. 


The new library will be built on a square-block 
area between Douglas and Farnam Sts. and 14th and 
15th Sts. The first building of the proposed down- 
town campus wil! be built across the street on a two- 


block area between Dodge and Douglas and 12th 
and 14th Sts. if some $2 million can be raised to help 
finance the project. 

Plans for the downtown campus were announced 
two weeks ago. An anonymous citizen has offered to 
donate between $2 million and $2.5 million for the 
campus contingent on a like amount being raised in 
the Omaha business community. The legislature 


would then be asked to match those combined funds - 


for a grand total of between $8 million and $10 mil- 
lion for the University buildings. 
Chancellor Ronald Roskens said that nothing is 
definite yet concerning the downtown buildings. 
“Right now we're at that step where we have to 
wait and see if the second $2 million can be raised in 


that UNO will not be in charge of the fund raising 
work for that money. 

“There has been some misunderstanding that 
we're going to be out trying to get the money,” he 
said. “But that job is up to the Omaha business 
community.” 

If the money is raised the downtown campus will 
be built on two two-block areas on either side of a 
park running between Douglas and Farnam Sts. 

Engebretson said the first building will be built on 


‘the northern area with the southern side to be used 


for parking facilities at first. 

He said the building is only in the very early con- 
ceptualized stages, but would contain over 200 - 
square yds. of floor space.

Bill for Ending Mandatory Fees 
Being Debated Before Committee 


A legislative bill which would end mandatory student fees is 
drawing heated debate. 

State Senator John Dickinson's LB 362 drew criticism from 
school administrators and student government personne! and 
pralse from conservative students at a hearing last week. UNO was 
represented by individuals from both factions. 

Lang Anderson, a member of the Young Republicans and a 
long-time opponent of student fees, was one of those on hand who 
favored the bill. He said, “Essentially, 80 per cent of the student 
body works and is unable to participate in many of these things, so 
why should they be forced to pay for them?” 

He also believes that many of the programs sponsored by stu- 
dent government don’t deserve to be funded. Among the “abuses” 
he cited were the now defunct record shop and speakers such as 
iast year’s Chief Crazy Eagle. 

If fees were not mandatory, Anderson said, “Those programs 
that can't carry thelr own weight would be weeded out.” 

Anderson also attacked the administration-controlled portion 
of the University Programming and Facilities Fee (UPFF). Describ- 
ing Fund B as “a secret slush fund”, he noted, “We've asked them 
(the administration) for an accounting of that money twice now, 
and they still haven't given it.” 

Student Body Vice-president Kristin Grady spoke in opposi- 
tion to the measure. She said, “If you want accountability for fees, 
you don’t have to do away with them.” 

However, Grady agrees that student fees may not be collected 
in future years. She commented, “We have to hang on to mandatory 
student fees for as long as we can, otherwise the administration 
would take control of many of these things.” 

She believes that the solution to the problem lies in the 
formation of a Student co-op. The co-op would sell activity cards 
which would give the buyer reduced rates on many Campus events 
and services.

Editorial 


LB 362 Jeopardizes 
Student Activities 


LB 362, State Senator John Dickinson's bill to eliminate 
mandatory student fees, is currently being studied in the educa- 
tion committee of the Unicameral. 


Hopefully, the bill will die there as what it recommends could 
be fatal to many of the things that make an institution a university 
and not just a vocational school. 


The student fee issue is at the focal point of many related 
problems, and at times it may seem much simpler just to eliminate 
them. However, the elimination of the fees would create more 
serious problems than the intra-university squabbles over who 
controls what and where the money is to go. 


The elimination of the fees would mean the elimination of 
many things which make an education more than just classroom 
training. 


True, ask the students whether they would like $30 chopped off 
their tuition costs next semester and they'd jump at the idea. But 


would they jump at the idea of losing many of the services offered at . 


a University that are paid for with those fees. 


The largest single expenditure paid with the fees is the Stu- 
dent Programming Organization (SPO), $70,000; used to finance 
the concerts, lectures, and other presentations that go for the 
extras that make a university. 


Other expenditures go to help finance the Gateway, athletics, 
intramurals, drama productions, KVNO radio, the yearbook and 
many other services and productions. 


Undoubtedly, no one student takes advantage of all the 
services funded with the fees, but everyone makes use of many of 
the services. 


We hope the issues raised concerning student fees won't con- 
vince the legislators that the fees should be abolished. The con- 
cern should be in establishing an accountability for the budgeting 
of the money and not in doing away with them. 


The University would have to obtain the money lost by the 
abolishing of the fees in some other manner, probably by asking for 
an increase in tuition. This would stil! give the administration the 
money it wants, but would take away the last avenue students have 
in determining how at least some of their money is spent.

When Charlie McWhorter ran 41 times 
against Pittsburg (Kan.) State last year, setting 
a school record, it is doubtful that he thought 
the record would only stand for one short year. 


The record fell Saturday night when 
Maverick running back Saul Ravenell carried 
the ball 44 times for a total of 222 yards. While 
setting a record in the number of carries fora 
single game, Ravenell was nine yards short of 
equalling the one-game yardage mark set by 
Phil Wise in 1971. 


With Ravenell’s help, the Mavericks scored 
an impressive upset over favored Western 
Carolina University, 30-19. 


The Mavericks handled the Carolina Cata-~ 
mounts easily before a disappointing crowd of 
1,915 in Rosenblatt Stadium. The Mavericks 
scored in every period but the third. The UNO 
defense held the Cats scoreless in the first half. 
The teams went to the locker room at the half 
with the score 23-0. 


When the game started, the wind in Rosen- 
blatt was gusting to 28 miles-an-hour and the 
thermometer stood at a cool 44 degrees. The 
Cats took the toss and opted to kick off to UNO 
with the wind at their backs. 


In its opening drive, UNO took the ball to the 
Carolina 22 yard-line. Maverick fullback John 
Harrison fumbled, turning the ball over to the 
Cats. Moments later, Maverick defensive end 
Tom Shawhan capitalized on a fumble by 
Carolina quarterback Phil Dietz, and secured 
the ball for UNO on the 27 yard-line of the 
Cats. It took Saul Ravenell just three plays to 
cover the distance for the touchdown. ~ 


Western Carolina once again turned over 
the ball to the Mavericks and once again 
Ravenell went in to score. UNO linebacker 
Maurice Richards picked off a Dietz pass and

carried it six yards to the Carolina 30. A nine- 
play drive, accented by a fourth-and-20 pass 
from quarterback Bob Bangtson to tightend 
Jim Jostes, ended in a six-yard plunge by 
Ravenell. 


The pass from Bangtson to Jostes was the 
only UNO completion of the game. There were 
ten passes attempted by UNO. 


The Mavericks scored again, mid-way into 
the second period, after the Cats failed to con- 
vert a fourth down play. UNO took over on 
their opponent's 37 and after five plays, 
Maverick fullback Harrison punched up the 
middle for the remaining two yards and the 
score. 


With four seconds left in the half, Frank Gol- 


witzer kicked a 33-yard field goal to boast the 
Mavericks to their 23-0 half-time lead. 


Half-time statistics showed UNO with 12 
first downs and Western Carolina with only 
one. An indication of the job done by the 
Maverick defense and offense in the first half is 
revealed in a comparison of both teams’ total 
offense. UNO ran and passed for 235 yards 
and Carolina could only get 24 yards on the 
ground and in the air. Each team lost the ball 
once by interception and UNO only had to 
punt once while the Cats were forced to kick 
four times. 


At the half, Ravenell had carried the ball 29 
times for 161 yards. His long gain of the half 
was a 24-yard run and he scored twice. 


UNO played very solid defense in the first 
half. The yardage racked-up by Ravenel! and 
the other UNO runners came hot on the heels 
ofa well-tuned offensive line. 


Western ‘Carolina finally established itselt in” 


the game with third and fourth quarter touch- 
downs. The Cats cut the Maverick lead to 23- 
13 when, first, tailback Jerry Siler crossed the

Maverick goal line from the three, and then, 
quarterback Phil Dietz crossed over again 
from the two. 


Ravenell scored again with 6:51 showing on 
the clock in the fourth quarter to give the 
Mavericks their insurance touchdown. Gol- 
witzer’s extra-point kick was good and the 
game would have ended at 30-13 in favor of the 
Mavericks if Catamount Siler hadn't crossed 
the UNO goal for the last Carolina score. The 
Cats were unable to convert the point-after as 
the UNO defense thwarted a two-point run 
attempt. 


With 23 seconds left in the game, UNO line- 
backer Scott Mitchell intercepted a Carolina 
pass and got down to the Western Carolina 36 
after a ten-yard runback, 


The game ended with no more scoring. 

Western Carolina came into the game witha 
reputation as a passing team. The UNO 
secondary. allowed them 101-yards with eight 
passes completed out of twenty attempted. 
The Cats gained momentum in the second half 
and had a total of 159 yards on the ground at 
game's end. Most of the Cats’ offense came 
after half-time. Western Carolina now stands 
at 3-3-1 on the season. 


The Mavericks gained 293 yards on the 
ground and had twenty yards in the air.

Baseball Captains Named Wesleyan Falls

The beginning of a new baseball season may be a Jong time 
away, but UNO has already elected its captains for the 1974 base- 
ball team. 

A pair of seniors, Dan Hill and Warren Poldberg, were pickedto 
be captains. Poidberg is a pitcher and Hill is a first baseman. 

Hill, a recreation major, said he was “honored” with being se- 
lected as one of the captains. One of the reasons he feels es- 
pecially honored is that he has not played since the 1972 season. 

One of the things that Hi!l wants to stress as a captain is team 
unity. In previous years Dan said “there was always the estab- 
lishment of cliches that led to team dissent.” , 

Dan feels these cliches should be discouraged. The competi- 
tion for positions from young players this year might help. “The 
competition for jobs is more intense than ever,” Dan said. _ 

“No veteran has a job insured,” he said. “In previous years, you 
could name nine starters before you saw the freshmen.” 

Hill pointed out that UNO will have rookies in every position 
that will be competing with lettermen. “We're a young team and will 
depend a great deal on rookies” said Hill. 

Hill admits there might even be some freshmen starters. The 
key to the team’s performance will be defense as Hill sees it. He 
thinks the heart of that defense will be “strength up the middle.” 

Important positions in the middle will be second base, short- 
stop, and centerfield. “We've got to make the plays on defense,” 
said Hill. “There's no one overpowering on our pitching staff and 
we've lost all our power hitters.” 

Dan hopes that UNO will execute well and avoid the mental 
errors in the field. He indicated that the team has to cail fly balls 
better and cover the bases and steals. 

“Ninety percent is execution; if you execute well your hits will 
come,” said Hill. 

Because UNO is currently on probation with the NCAA, Hill 
admits it’s a letdown not having any post season competition to 
look forward to. , 

Dan will be looking forward to some important area games this 
season such as a four game stand with Creighton, and games with 
Lincoln and lowa State. ; 

Hill admits he will have a rival. “I havea friend that plays center- 
field at Creighton. I'd like to keep him off base, and I'd like to geton 
base a lot.” 

As for the Nebraska-Lincoln game Dan said, “It would be nice 
to knock them off.” One reason that Hill would like to see UNO beat 
Lincoln is the disproportionate coverage in the local press. 

“UNO is overlooked,” said Hill. He believes that pulling off a 
couple of upsets would help UNO establish strength. “We've gotto 
establish a good strength with Big Eight schools. It will help in 
scheduling and recruiting,” Dan said. ;

Ronald Beer, UNQ’s Vice- 
chancellor for Student 
Services, is another strong pro- 
ponent of student fees. He isn’t 
worried about the elimination of 
Fund B, and said, “It would 
always come back In some 
other way.” 

Instead, he noted, “An educa- 
tion is more than classroom 
work, an_ institution without 
other kinds of activities would 
be providing a very shallow col- 
lege experience.” He doesn’t 
think that many of the present 
activities sponsored by the fees 
“could stay afloat without 
them”. 

Beer says he doesn't have his 
own interests in mind when he 
supports students fees. He 
commented, “Il don’t know 
where Lang (Anderson) gets 
the idea that there’s some sort 
of slush fund, allt budgets are 
reviewed by the Regents and 
the Legislature.”
